DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] The invention in this application relates to the tag for accessories. 
[0002] 

pescription of the Prior Art] In the American army persons concerned, when injured and killed in a 
battlefield, in order to identify him, the metal tag called DOGGUDAKU is hung on the neck. His 
identifier and recognition number are stamped on this tag. Recently, attaching such a tag to the body is 
prevailing as accessories among the young men of our country. Such a tag is convenient by not stopping 
at mere accessories but attaching to the body at the point that the identifier can be checked, in the cases, 
such as a traffic accident. Moreover, since an identifier is stamped on a metal plate, a display shall not 
disappear simply but this tag shall be certainly performed in the above-mentioned check. 
[0003] however, as above-mentioned, originally this tag makes practicality a key objective, and, as for 
the tag itself, an identifier and an initial are only stamped --**** — it does not pass, and it is lacking in 
fanciness and epidemia cannot be desired for a long time, either. It is hard to attain differentiation with 
the others, and the strong needs of the consumer of the present age of "wanting to have a thing different 
from others" are not fully satisfied to extent which only gave the identifier and the initial to the mass- 
produced goods which processed the metal plate especially. 

[0004] In addition, it was that to which it cannot perform the check of whether to be a person's in 
question tag truly with the conventional tag in respect of practical use even if convenient for the 
temporary check of an identifier. For example, when those who are injured and are unconscious are 
taken to a hospital and a tag is once removed from a person's in question body for a therapy, the check 
of whether it is a person's in question tag cannot be performed. About this, the persons concerned who 
removed the tag from the injured are because it is not necessarily always in the injured side, and when 
much injured are especially carried to a hospital plant in big accident, possibility that a person's in 
question tag and others' tag will be mistaken becomes high by removing a tag from the injured's body. 
Moreover, in distinction with the identifier and blood group which were given to the tag, it can respond 
to neither existence of the person of a same surname same name, nor existence of the person of this 
blood group. Furthermore, having exchanged the mutual tag by intimate persons and having attached to 
the body etc. is considered, such a situation - a patient — mistaking — etc. - it may also become the 
basis which carries out the cause of the malpractice. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] The artificer of this application aimed at solution of the 
above-mentioned technical problem by fanciness's offering the tag for accessories with which 
individuality was highly conspicuous again, and offering further the tag for accessories which can check 
a tag owner easily in view of such a situation. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The tag for accessories concerning invention of the 1st of this 
application is characterized by stamping the image 6 of the man using a tag, or a pet in the tag for

accessories carried in order to ornament the body and clothes. 

[0007] Since the tag for accessories concerning this application the 1st invention which takes such a 
configuration is that on which the image 6 of those who attach this tag to the body, or a pet is stamped, it 
is equipped with novel and individual, very high fanciness. Moreover, it can distinguish whether it 
belongs to a person in question easily and certainly. Not to mention especially the time of the condition 
of having attached the tag since a check with his portrait can be performed, even if it is in the condition 
that the tag was removed from him, the above-mentioned distinction can carry out easily and certainly. 
Moreover, since the image 6 is formed with a stamp, also in case the time of bathing and swimming are 
performed unlike PEDANTO which put in the usual photograph, it can always stick to the body. 
[0008] In the tag for accessories carried in order to ornament the body and clothes, it has a tag for 
accessories concerning invention of the 2nd of this application, and it is characterized by the main things 
for which the image 6 of a face, an identifier, and a blood group are stamped at least. In addition, as for 
an identifier here, in any [ of a pet name ] case, only a name and a family name include only a name. 
[0009] The tag for accessories concerning this application the 2nd invention which takes such a 
configuration can recognize the identifier of the owner of a tag, and a blood group while doing so the 
same operation as the tag for accessories concerning the above-mentioned this application 1st invention. 
For this reason, for example, when he gets injured in accident, minimum information required for the 
check for the therapy by the hospital plant can be acquired. 

[0010] With the tag for accessories concerning invention of the 3rd of this application, it is in the tag for 
accessories concerning the above-mentioned this application 1st or 2nd invention, and the above- 
mentioned image 6 is characterized by making a shade express by preparing the stamp section and the 
non-stamping sections based on dot data of an on-the-spot photo image, such as a photograph. 
[001 1] Since the tag for accessories applied to this application the 3rd invention by taking such a 
configuration is what gives an on-the-spot photo image to a tag as an image 6 while doing so the same 
operation as the tag for accessories concerning the above-mentioned this application 1st or 2nd 
invention, a tag owner's distinction can perform it to accuracy further. Moreover, since this image is 
what is constituted from the stamp section and the non-stamping section based on the dot data of an on- 
the-spot photo image, it can be easily formed with the cheap processing equipment which is spreading 
recently and which is used connecting with a personal computer. 
[0012] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, based on a drawing, the gestalt of operation of the invention 
in this application is explained. To drawing 1 and drawing 2 (A), the gestalt of 1 operation of the 
invention in this application is shown. Drawing 1 (A) shows the front view of the tag 1 for accessories, 
and drawing 1 (B) shows the rear view of this tag 1 for accessories. Drawing 2 (A) shows the important 
section enlarged vertical longitudinal sectional view of this Due 1 for accessories. 
[0013] This tag 1 for accessories is a metal plate, it has in that front face 2, the image 6 of the main on- 
the-spot photos is stamped, and an identifier 7, a birthday 8, a blood group 9, the telephone number 10, 
the address 1 1, and a message 12 are stamped on that tooth back 3 so that it may be shown to drawing 
I . Moreover, a through tube 4 is formed and this through tube 4 lets the harnesses 5, such as a string, 
and a chain, a key holder, pass. It explains in more detail below. 

[0014] The metal plate which forms this tag 1 for accessories has sufficient thickness by which the 
stamp to one field of a front face or a rear face does not influence the field of another side. 
[0015] The image 6 of the front face 2 of the above-mentioned tag is a portrait of an on-the-spot photo 
of the owner of a tag, and consists of stamp section 6a and non-stamping section 6b which are shown to 
drawing 2 (A). Specifically, an image 6 is stamped on the tag 1 for accessories by having as a static 
image from a photograph, a HIDEO image, etc., acquiring the image data of the main portraits, and 
processing the tag 1 for accessories with controllable commercial processing equipment with computer 
in a scanner, a digital camera, video capture equipment, etc., based on this image data using a computer. 
[0016] Above processing equipment dents and stamps the front face of a metal plate by striking the 
needle point made with the diamond etc. on the surface of a metal plate, and sketches a crevice on the 
surface of a metal plate corresponding to the dot of the image captured as dot data. The part sketched 
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now is the above-mentioned stamp section 6a (one point is one stamp section 6a). It is smooth, and it is 
with the above-mentioned non-stamping section 6b to which a stamp is not carried out by forming the 
above-mentioned stamp section 6a, the reflective condition of light can differ, and the front face 2 of a 
tag in which an image 6 is formed can make the shade of an image express. For example, the front face 
2 of a tag is ground in the shape of a mirror plane, and if the above-mentioned stamp is performed, 
stamp section 6a is visible in the shape of crepe to the mirror plane of non-stamping section 6b, and can 
express the difference of a shade. An image 6 shows light color by stamp section 6a, and shows a dark 
color by non-stamping section 6b. However, even if reverse, it can carry out. 

[0017] The above-mentioned image 6 is uniform stamp section 6a. — It consists of 6a and non-stamping 
section 6b. If middle gradation (black and white, then gray correspond a shade.) can be expressed when 
using an on-the-spot photo as the above-mentioned image 6, the portrait of an on-the-spot photo can be 
displayed more correctly. Such middle gradation is made to express in each part of an image 6 by 
changing the number of changing the consistency of stamp section 6a, i.e., stamp section 6a per unit area 
of the front face 2 of a tag. Specifically make dense the point which stamp section 6a presents, and an 
umbra is made to express, this point is rough-* *(ed) and a bright section is made to express. Such stamp 
section 6a in an image 6 — Formation of the roughness and fineness of 6a can raise more the fanciness of 
not only epicritic [ of an image 6 ] but the tag 1 for accessories. In addition, non-stamping section 6b can 
carry out relatively what has a shallow stamp as non-stamping section 6b rather than stamp section 6a to 
stamp section 6a as well as what is not processed at all (stamp) that extent of processing (stamp) should 
just kick low. 

[0018] Text, such as the identifier 7 of the rear face 3 of the above-mentioned tag, a birthday 8, a blood 
group 9, the telephone number 10, the address 1 1, and a message 12, can also be stamped and formed 
with the same processing equipment as the above. However, the character (alphabetic character) data 
which software, such as not only image data, such as a photograph, but a computer or a word processor, 
has, and font data can be used for the data used as the radical of text. Moreover, in the above-mentioned 
text, expression of middle gradation is unnecessary. However, the fanciness of the thing equipped with 
middle gradation also in such text, then the tag 1 for accessories can be raised more. 
[0019] In the above-mentioned text stamped on the rear face 3 of a tag, it can carry out also as a thing 
including information other than the above. Moreover, it is not necessary to also have all the above- 
mentioned text. However, if the identifier 7 and the blood group 9 are included, when carried to a 
hospital or a facility by illness and injury, the situation where it is mistaken for other patients can be 
reduced by them. 

[0020] In the gestalt of the above-mentioned operation, expression of middle gradation shall be 
performed by changing the consistency of a sketch. In addition, by changing the depth of the stamp of 
stamp section 6a, middle gradation is made to express and can be carried out. In detail, stamp section 6a 
shall be equipped with what has the depth h2 of a stamp shallower than the depth hi of the stamp of 
other stamp section 6a (serious mark section 6c) (6d of ********) so that it may be shown to drawing 2 
(B). Middle gradation is made to express by the formation of stamp section 6a (6d of ********) with 
the shallow depth h2 of this stamp. 

[0021] the gestalt of each above-mentioned operation - setting - an image 6 and text, such as an 
identifier 7, - the front flesh side of a tag ~ although what was attached separately was shown, it can 
carry out also as what allots an image 6 and text, such as an identifier 7, to the same field. If it does in 
this way, since his portrait and an identifier can be checked at a glance, it is more convenient. Moreover, 
since it is satisfactory even if a stamp forms irregularity also in the field of the opposite side by 
arranging all information to the same side, weight and ingredient cost can be reduced by making 
thickness of a tag thin. 

[0022] however, an image 6 and text, such as an identifier 7, - the front flesh side of a tag - much 
information can be incorporated by each front flesh side by allotting separately. Moreover, in the gestalt 
of each above-mentioned operation, although considered as the on-the-spot photo image, an image 6 can 
be carried out, even if it is images, such as a portrait. However, it can be made that distinction 
[ consider / as an on-the-spot photo image ] is more exact, and a more novel impression can be made to 
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express also in respect of fanciness. 

[0023] Moreover, the owner of a tag does not restrict to people. When using for a pet, it is possible to 
use an image 6 as a pet's portrait and to cany out an identifier 7 as a pet's identifier. However, also when 
sticking the tag 1 for accessories to a pet, it is possible to carry out an owner's identifier and portrait as 
an identifier 7 or an image 6, respectively. If it does in this way, since it has and the main specification 
can be ensured in those who found a missing child's pet, it is convenient. Moreover, an image 6 can 
acquire the thing equipped with an owner's portrait with the pet, then the much more above-mentioned 
effectiveness. Moreover, an image 6 can also perform specification of the family who rode together, 
when it is involved in by the traffic accident during migration with the thing equipped with the family's 
portrait with the portrait of the owner of a tag, then a private vehicle. 
[0024] 

[Effect of the Invention] Implementation of invention of this application 1st raised the fanciness of such 
a tag by novel processing which is not in the former of stamping an image on the tag for accessories. 
Moreover, fanciness with very high originality without the same thing as two was made to provide by 
having a person's image using a tag. Even if it is in the condition that the tag was removed from him, not 
to mention the time of the condition of should ensure [ easily and ] the owner's distinction and having 
attached the tag now, an owner's distinction can carry out easily and certainly. Moreover, since the 
image was given to the tag with a stamp, it became possible [ not disappearing being able to acquire the 
above-mentioned effectiveness much more certainly also in this point easily, and always sticking to the 
body ]. In addition, also when the tag which was lost or suited the theft is found by the third person, it 
can carry out easily [ the check of being his thing ], and certainly. 

[0025] By implementation of invention of this application 2nd, while doing so the same effectiveness as 
the above-mentioned this application 1st invention, the name of the owner of a tag and a blood group 
can be recognized. It became what not only distinction of the owner of a tag but he is whom, or can 
ensure the specification especially. Therefore, since decision whether a tag belongs to him was 
completed easily and certainly in the third person also when the owner of a tag was injured and it lapsed 
into the condition of consciousness losing, it became possible to reduce malpractice sharply, a 
transfusion in case the owner of a tag is injured and transfusion is specifically received in the state of 
consciousness losing in a hospital sake - a hospital - a blood group - investigation **_.******„ 
Although the corroboration that it is the person's inspection result certainly cannot be held when the 
inspection is conducted in the room and another room in which he is or it is investigated with two or 
more patients It reduced being able to see the injured's face, certainly being able to specify the subject 
and mistaking a patient transfusing blood by implementation of this invention. 

[0026] By implementation of invention of this application 3rd, while doing so the same effectiveness as 
the above-mentioned this application 1st or 2nd invention, a tag owner's distinction can carry out to 
accuracy further by the on-the-spot photo image. Moreover, the tag was made to possess the high 
fanciness which exceeded the common ornament with the stamp of an on-the-spot photo image. The 
above-mentioned image can be easily attached to a tag with the cheap processing equipment which is 
spreading especially recently and which is used connecting with a personal computer.
